drank, gambled, defied the morel law. 
HU life was a national scandal. 
A 
liar, a libertine, a drunkard, a man 
who gambled with money that waa 
not his own, he Is said to have added 
to hts other vice# by auch crooked 
hora# racing “deals” that the Jockey 
club had to “warn him off the turf.” 
WTth It all he waa handsome, had 
charm of manner—when he cared to— 
and was a slave (aa well sa master) 
to fashion. 
These qualities won him 
the title of “First Gentleman of Eu­ 
rope.” 
HU sayings, hi* dress, his 
manner were copied by the “fast set'’ 
and bis approving nod was coveted by 
social climbers. Though he w as often 
kindly in a careless aort or way, when 
It cost him nothing, yet there Is per­ 
haps no case known where b» sacri­ 
ficed his own comfort or pleasure for 
any one. 
His first political act was to Join 
bls father’s enemies In parliament. 
In return for hi* aupyort these poli­ 
ticians tried to raUe George's yearly 
allowance from $250,000 to $600,000. 
HU father. George III., refused to al­ 
low tbU. And father and son grew to 
hate eaoh other. The prince proceed­ 
ed to run deep Into debt and to marry 
a Mrs. Flttherbert. 
A# crown prince 
of England be had no right to marry 
without hts father's consent. 
When 
he was brought to account for It he 
calmly denied the marriage and lured 
an unsuspecting friend 
(the states­ 
man, Fox) Into publicly backing the 
denial. 
More and more money he got from 
parliament aa time went 
on. 
But 
every penny of It went into gambling 
or for other low purposes. 
He waa 
forever In debt. 
HU father went In­ 
sane, partly because of bls son s be­ 
havior. 
George amused his cronies 
by mimicking the crazy king's rav­ 
ings. 
Then In 1795. during a lucid 
Interval. King George Iii. offered to 
pay the prince’* debts lf be would 
marry the Prlnceaa Caroline of Brune 
wick. 
George consented. 
The marriage waa most unhappy. 
Carolin* waa frivolous and eccentric. 
George was brutal 
and 
neglectful. 
They separated after the birth of their 
only <£ild, the Prince** 
Charlotte 
(who died In 1817). George then ma­ 
liciously accused his wtf* of unfaith­ 
fulness and of other crimes. Though 
a court acquitted her, yet her reputa­ 
tion waa wrecked. 
George meantime had deserted his 
old frUnda and contracted new debts. 
His father’s Insanity became perma­ 
nent and George waa made regent of 
Great Britain. HU vile life then grew 
more and more a public scandal. 
By 
the time his father died In 1820 and 
th* prince mounted the British throne 
aa King George IV., the people hated 
him. 
He waa hissed 
in 
the public 
streets. 
Once 
hit 
carriage 
waa 
•toned. An attempt wa# also mad# to 
murder him. 
He did little for bis 
country, caring for politics only a# a 
means to get more gambling money 
for himself. 
He won a momentary popularity by 
visiting Ireland In 1821 and Scotland 
In 1822. 
He was 
the 
first 
British 
king to aet foot in Scq^iand for 172 
year* and he waa 
gladly 
received. 
(Sir Walter Scott, the groat 
writer, 
was b o proud of the monarch’s visit 
that he begged leave to keep forever 
the glass out of which George took 
bls first drink on Scotch soil. Georg* 
gave him .the glass. 
Scott put It In 
his coat tall pocket for safe keeping; 
then, forgetfully, sat down on It.) 
In 1830, at the age of 
slxty-aeven, 
George IV. died. 
Bad a# he was and 
hated by decent people, England had 
flourished mightily during his reign. 
But the land’s prosperity waa accom­ 
plished in spite of its king, not through 
any effort of bis. 
Worthless George IV. had 
uncon­ 
sciously taught England an Immortal 
lesson; namely, that a king Is largely 
a figurehead and 
that 
a 
country’s 
greatness depend# not on him, but 
upon its people.

him point to anything wliete I have 
been guilty of wrongdoing In private, 
iu commercial, iii finan< ial or in {m>- 
1 it Lh I lite aud, it he will do it here 
and now, 1 11 not embarrass you by 
voting on my case. When he has done 
It I will walk out of yonder door and 
never occupy my seat again In this 
chamfer. 
“Come on. Senator Kern, you have 
slimed and smeared this record with 
suspicion; come on now and make 
good.” 
There was a craning of necks toward 
Senator Kern's scat, but he was not 
visible in the chamber.

vention.

On motion of 
Mr. Emerson, Mr. 
Cbafin’s nomination was made unani­ 
mous. 
Aaron S. Watkins, of Ada, O., was 
nominated for vice president by accla­ 
mation. He was also Chafing running 
mate four years ago. 
Mr. Chafin was first placed In nomi 
nation tor president by William Sib­ 
ley, a delegate from Arizona. 
Mr 
Chafln was the Prohibition standard 
bearer four years ago. The presenta­ 
tion of his name was loudly applaud­ 
ed. 
Four candidates for president were 
placed 
in 
nomination against Mr. 
Chalin. 
They were F. W. Emerson, 
of California; Finley C. Hendrickson, 
of Maryland; Aaron S. Watkins, of 
Ohio, and Andrew .Jackson Houston, 
of Texas. 
Each in turn withdrew his 
name after the first ballot, Mr. Hous­ 
ton creating enthusiasm by the state 
ment that he would rather receive 
the lowest vote In the Prohibition con­ 
vention than the highest in either the 
Democratic or Republican convention.

Watkins tor vice president were Mr.

and woodcock should never be drawn. 
Tie the birds with string Instead of 
using skewers, for tits latter make 
boles by which the Juices escape, mak­ 
ing the meat taste dry.

Draining Desert Lands.

seeps along the lins betw sn the rock 
form ation and in many cases accumu­ 
lates in such an amount that It actual­ 
ly becomes swampy.

be drained, Just as in the case of tho 
the south. 
It seems strange to wit­ 
ness the laying of a drainage system 
in an arid country, but it

done a great many times.

age user of irrigation who falls may 
trace his lack of success to the too 
liberal use of water.
